29 registration and title division, and the deputy in charge of
30 driver®s license issuance shall not exceed 85 percent of the
31 aﬁplicable principal officer”s salarﬁ- The bill also provides

35 The bill defines "base salary”™ to mean the same as defined for
1 deputy sheriffs in the office of county sheriff.
